HE Count de Thun, Nephew of the 
Archbifhop of Saltsbourg, is arriv’d here 
from Rome, where the Pope treated 
him very kindly, and prefented him 
with divers Relicks and Medals of 
Gold and Silver. General Steinau is return’d hither 
from viewing our fortified Towns in the Terr-firma, 
whither he is to return fhortly. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated April 30. 
Salo, Apriliz. On Monday laft a Battallion of 
zoo Men of the Regiment of Guttenftein, march’d 
by this Place to joyn their Regiment at Montechiaro. 
The Prudian Troops continue their march down 
from Tirol; one Battallion is arriv’d at Gragnano, 
and 3 others are expected at Torbole. Thefe 4 
Battallions of Pruffians have their Quarters appoint- 
ed at Bedizole, where are 2 Palatine Regiments. 
General Zumjungen has caus’d 4 Barks to be e- 
quipp’d, and has put 100 of his Grenadiers on board 
hem, tocrvize upon the French Barks on the Lake 
of Garda, and fecure the Paffage of the Recruits 
that are coming into thefe Quarters.

Munich, April 18. Count Leewenftein who re- 
turn'd hither Yefterday from Vienna, bas Directions 
from the Emperor to make fome Alterations in the 
Government of this Electorate, to remove fuch Per- 
fons as are difaffe€ted and put into their Places o- 
thers that are for the common Caufe : He has like- 
wify Order to treat the Inhabitants with Lenity, 
thar they may the more chearfully pay the Taxes 
laid wpon them. A Perfon that was coming from 
Switzerland, was ftop’d at Bregentz and fent Pri- 
foner hither, being fufpedted of holding Intelligence 
with the Enemy. °’Tis talk’d Count Leewenftein 
willexpel all the French that inhabit in Bavaria or 
the upner Palatinate. The Fortifications of Braunau 
are demolifhing. General Kriechbaum is gone to 
Neabourg, to haften the March of the Palatine 
Troops for Italy. 

From the Antwerp Courant, dated April 30. 
Strasburg, Avril 20. The Troops in this Part of 
tie Country are in full March to form the Army, 
Which has its Rendezvous between this City and 
Dachftein. The Artillery, Forrage, Provifions, and 
Ammunition are all ready loaded, and we hourly 
expect the Arrival of the Marfhal de Villars for 
Srening the Campaign. ’Tis faid he will firft attack 
ifchweiler or Haguenau.

Haguenay, April 23. The 20th of this Month,

Francfort, April 25. The greateft part of the 
Troops that are to ferve on the Upper Rhine, par- 
ticularly the Imperial Regiments and thofe of Meck- 
lenbourg, that had their Winter Quarters about 
Worms, are on their March towards the Rendezvous 
appointed near Lauterbourg and Bifchweiler ; whi- 
ther the Count de Merci will repair from Raftar, 
to command the Army till the Arrival of Prince 
Lewis of Baden. The Count de Frife is indifpos'd. 
The Enemy had drawn together a Body of Troops, 
with Defign to furprize Haguenau by means of fe- 
cret Intelligence they had in ic ; but the Enterprize 
was fruftrared, by the Seizure of fome Spies who 
difcover’d the whole Contrivance The Troops 
of Lunenburg aud Heffe continue in their Winter- 
Quarters, but ‘tis faid they have Orders to obey 
Prince Lewis of Baden’s Commands in Cafe there 
be'fccafion to oppofe the French Army. The 23d 
M. Spina, the Dutch Refident, went from hence to 
take a Review of the 4 Regiments of Saxe-Gothans, 
— to Morrow are to continue their March for 

taly. 

Pars, April 26. 25 Battallions and 35 Squadrons 
are detaeh’d from Brabant for Alface, and 6 Bat- 
tallions to the Mofelle. The Marfhal de Marcin 
will be ar Phaltzburg the 28th Inftant, in the neigh- 
boorhood of which Place 42 Batrallions and 45 
Squadrons are to draw together, and with them he 
will march directly to attack the Enetny’s Lines : 
Atthe fame Time the Marthal de Villras will enter 
upon Action with a greater Body of Forces.

Maeftricht, April 26. Meffieurs Cortienne and 
Hop, Deputies from the Council of State, are at 
prefent at Aix la Chappelle, reviewing the Garrifon 
of that Place ; and to Morrow or next Day we ex- 
pect them here, to review our Garrifon. 15000 Men 
are already canton’d in our Neighbourhood, and 
will be daily augmented by Troops from divers
